Between John Bolton’s irresistible and incredibly 
stunning covers. Chris Claremont’s inspiringly enchant¬ 
ing story. Eduardo Barreto’s dynamic and caplivatingly 
refreshing artwork, and an intriguing letters page, Aliens/ 
Predator: The Deadliest of the Species is, with its #9 
recently on the shelves and a mere three issues to go 
until its eagerly awaited conclusion, quickly turning out 
to be the very best series to hit the comics industry in 
the nineties. 

What l have found to be especially intriguing and most 
enjoyable throughout the series hitherto is the delicate and 
magnificent balance Chris Claremont has managed to slip 
into the exciting story line. Both the characterization of 
the diverse and interesting crew featured in this series and 
the pacing of the aciion have continually been intricately 
interwoven, yet one of the two elements always has been 
given the upper hand in order to create the maximum 
dramatic effect. For the first three issues of the book — 
the first half-year — Claremont was so wise to give 
characterization a significant role, keeping the pacing low 
and the action limited to nightmarish fantasies, more than 
anything else carefully building a well-thought-out 
environment for the tale to take place in. 

Roughly the second quarter of the scries — issues four 
through six - showed the characters acknowledging some 
facts, now knowing a bit — albeit a little bit — about just 
what they were up against. The momentum started to 
increase, and with the third quarter, issues seven through 
nine, the action suddenly erupted with a ferocity unequaled. 
The characterization was still there, as we got to see some 
of the characters under the stress of a battle for the first 
time, but the action undoubtedly had taken the upper hand. 

Now. on the threshold of the last three issues, it more 
than ever looks like the goopy stuff truly has hit the fan big 
time, with Caryn carrying an Alien egg inside herself and 
dressed up in a Predator costume (what a lovely irony!}, 
ready to throw herself into the hell-spawned furious battle, 
not even thinking about bothering to ask questions! 

It is this balance, the delicate line between charac¬ 
terization and action, that 1 find to be portrayed in a 
fashion extremely intriguing hy the master of storytelling 
Chris Claremont. Keep up this superb quality, 
reprint the whole saga in a deluxe hardcover, and 1 guar¬ 
antee nobody will ever forget about Aliens/Predator: The 
Deadliest of the Species ever aguin!
